specifically take issue with paragraphs 1 and 2 of ?g. 2 of 
^ent Kennedy-s report. Agent Kennedy states in paragraph 1 of Pg. 2s 

-...After the hearing on the morning of Kay 1 7 , 1967, - See Sxhibit "A" 

At no tine did I ever "teener" or nodi Sy the instructions of 
the 0. S. Attorney, nor, to my knowledge, did Mr. Ciolino change these 
instructions . ' " 

To the contrary, I repeated them to Agent Kennedy on numerous 
occasions. So did Mr. Ciolino in ay presence. The instructions were, in 
ay opinion, quite clear and understandable. These instructions were that 
Agent Kennedy was prohibited from testifying to any material or information 
acquired as a part of the performance of his official duties or because 
o.T h i a ©£fi,ciaX s’ta.'tas© 

Kennedy was further advised by Messers LaCour and Ciolino, as; 

3e “ 32 =7S! — 3 tiat ie cou3d such personal and innocuous natters 

as his name, residence, marital and family status, occupation and 
of years employed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and that as to 
all other matters, he should invoke the privilege. 

&ich instructions were consistent and in keeping with the 
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telegram of the Attorney General the p "talons of which Agent Kennedy 
was directed to follow. 

I xecnll that Xr . Ciolino ah'. ..-id Agent Kennedy that he should 
use Ms common sense when detenrining in the Grand Jury room what 
questions were covered by the privilege, but that if he should have any 
doubt, be should request permission to leave the Grand Jury roan for the 
purpose of consulting with counsel. 

In paragraph 2 of Pg. 2 of Agent Kennedy's report he states: 

■ " See Exhibit °B” . 

I categorically deny that I ever discussed with Agent Kennedy 
the possibility that Mr. Garrison night ash him whether he saw David 
Ferric on Hovember 22, 1?63, in the United States District Court for the 
Eastern District of Louisiana, at the trial of Carlos Marcello on Fraud 
Against the Government charges. Mor did X ever indicate to him how he 
should answer such a question. 

It should also be stated that at no time do I recall hearing Mr. 

Ciolino discuss either this question with Agent Kennedy or how he (Kennedy) 

v 

should answer the question. 

In closing, it should be stated that if Agent Kennedy misunder- 
stood instructions given to him by Hr. Ciolino and me, and felt that these 
instructions were at variance with the instructions of Mr. LaCour or, - - • 

for that matter, with those of the Attorney General of the United States, 
as set forth* in his telegram, such alleged variance or inconsistency was 
never called to my attention nor, to . the best of ay knowledge, to Messers 
LaCour Ciolino prior to Kennedy's - appearance before the Grand Jury. 

It would seed reasonable that one would want to dew tp any inconsistency 
in instructions prior to testifying, if one truly fdt 'that a variance 



existed.
